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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-23 are pending in the instant application. 

Amendments 

The amendment filed on August 29, 2008 has been acknowledged and has been 
entered into the application file. 

Scope of Elected Subject Matter 

Applicant's arguments concerning the scope of elected subject matter 
determined under the In re Harnisch test for unity of invention have been considered 
and have been found to be persuasive. The entire scope of claims 1-17 and 21-23 has 
been searched. 

Previous Claim Objections 

Claims 1-12, 15-17, and 21-23 were objected to for containing elected and non- 
elected subject matter. As the elected subject matter has been expanded to cover the 
entire scope of the claims, there is no longer non-elected subject matter present in the 
claims. The objection is withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 1-14, 16, and 21-23 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. 

Applicant's traversal has been considered, and has been found to be persuasive 
for the reasons of record. The rejection is withdrawn.

Claims 1-17 and 21-23 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

The amendments to the claims have rectified the issue, and the rejection is 
withdrawn. 

Previous Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

Claims 1-6 were previously rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Desolms et al. (WO 2002/20015 A1). 

Applicant is correct in that the claims are limited to aromatic rings which are not 
heteroaromatic rings. Therefore the art does not anticipate the claims and the rejection 
is withdrawn.
